By 19k he Lcd becoue the recom sed Coxamist 
deader in tne District of Berane. 


4 At the besinning cf the war in 1941, on rarty instructions Golubovie 
enlisted anc araed Commnists and played the principal role in the 
ive ,arstion of the insurrection of 13 duly 1941 in Uontencsro. Is 
princi,al collsocrater wos Bojo “Aloechie. Until the end of the war 
Solubovic vas constantly with the rartisans in iiontenesreo. “Lthoush more 
of a politieian then a solaier, he secaie a acuwer of AVLLS for Uontenesro, 
wfjer the ontire territory of Montenegro vas cunquered, Golubovie becane 
wiitLeter of the Interior. He occupied that position until nominated os 
Zuroslev Agbassador to Buchsurest. 


5. Gclubovis renained as Yusosiev vinbassador to Bucherest until the Tite« 
stapes conflict, at which tine he decided to sice with the Cominform 
ena submitted iis resignution.

his personal. qualifications are not exceptional, they are solid 
and, being 2 well-versed Marxist well. known to the Yugoslav people, 
he may pley an important role in the Tite-Cominform struggle. 
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
